Indianapolis, Ind., J an. 3.— Indi

Mr. Mannfeld pointed out that the 
Indiana game warden service opera­ 
ting under the personal supervision 
of Richard Lieber, director of the 
conservation department, has reach­ 
ed a high state of efficiency; com ­ 
pared with other states Indiana is 
at the top of the list for actual re­ 
sults accomplished.

employed during tlie fiscal year of 
19 22 and these men arrested 1767 
alleged violators resulting in 1,06(1 
convictions.
